That the General Safety of - 
the Canadian Nation Has Been 
Well Served by Parliament 


There probably never has been 
a session of Parliament during 
which the institution which has 
been constituted the democratic 
machinery for control of national 
administration has not been sub- 
jected to criticism for tardiness 
and verbosity. The present seas- 
sion of Parliament, opening Janu- 
ary 28 last, and just recently 
dealing with its War Appropri- 
ation measure, is no exception. 

And yet, impatiently as we 
may hear-or read lengthy dis- 
cussions on this or that item of 
administration —- some of them 
admittedly of no general import- 
ance-~-it will be well for members 
of «a democratic society to remem- 
ber that all of the advantages of 
the British Parliamentary system 
are not wrapped up in its legis- 
Jative deliveries—the number of 
new laws that are passed or old 
laws. amended; or even” in the 
degree of detailed attention given 
to items of past and proposed 
expenditure.

The. Forestry Commisions  pro- 
poses, with the \assistance of a 
committee which will investigata 
and co-operate with private wood- 
lands, to add 2,500,000 
the national forestry - resources. 
This will take a long time, the plan 
being to bring to production 
1.900,900 acres during tha first 
decade after the war, at a cost 
of $200,000,000, and 1,599,000 acres 
dujing the next ten years, the 
State bearing one-fourth of the cost 
of planting and maintenance until 
the areas become self-supporting. 
At the present moment the Com- 
mission has some 300,000,900 young 
trees in various stage of erowth. 

Tree Seeds Collected 

To cope with a vastly increased 
planting campaign, preparations 
are being made for a large increase 
of nursery stocks. The Commision 
during the winter organized a 
collection throughout the country 
of tast year’s tree seeds. It now 
holds adequate stocks of Norway 
spruce. Scots pine and _hard- 
wood seeds, as well as considerable 
quantities of larch. Supplies or 
Sitka spruce and Douglas fir seeds 
have been obtained from the Un- 
ited States. 

Britain will still need, in spite 
of that vast program, to import 
two-thirds of her lumber require- 
ments, and we trust the Dominion 
ami provinces will put themselves 
in a position to secure the bulk 
of that market,

Anything Short Of All-Out Victory 
Will Bring Another War Upon Us 


Should she tose this war Japan 


will begin to plan for another con- 


flict, Hallett Abend. far Eastern 
correspondent and observer of Ja- 
pans rise to militaty might, said 
in a recent address 


rhe crafty calculations of the 
leader n. Tokyo declared Mr. 
Abend ire to the effect that after 
the United Nations have finally 
brought Hitler to unconditional 
surrender, the American people 
and their allies will be so war 
weary that they will insist upon 
a compromise peace in the. Far 
Kasi—a compromise leaving Japan 
in possession of at least half of 
her present gains,” 

An inconclusive peace of this 
kind, Mr. Abend added, would ac- 
tually be a victory for Japan 

“She would prepare and walt for 
a new opportenity and attack us 
again at some period when, in 
slack times of peace, we seamed 
to have lost most of our present 
allies,” he went on. 

“Anything short of an. all-out 
victory in this war will bring an- 
other vpon us—probably within 
less than twenty vears. 

“If we -permit the Japanese (to 
keep half of what they have won, 
if we permit them to remain the 


rulers of part of East Asia and 
to brutalize 200,000,000 subject 
human beings, they will contrive 


to use the resources of that area, 
and that brutalized manpower, in 
a war of revenge against us, 
There will be no security for the 
Four Freedoms until the Jack-the 
Rippers among nations are dis- 
armed and punished.” 


Turn In The Pacific 


Until .a month ago Australian 
leaders and spokesmen at General 
Douglas MacArthur's headquarters 
were expressing alarm at the pros- 
pect of an imminent invasion of 
Australia by the Japanese. Official 
reports spoke of the establshment 
of Nipponese airfields capable of 
basing 1,500 airplanes in the ts- 
lands curvng north of the con- 
tinent. Ag if to point up the threat,

early in May, not long after sev-

In Russian Skies 
The war in Russia 
was predominantly a war in the 
air. Both tha Luftwaffe and the 
Red Air Force traded heavy blows 
by day and by night. 
Nazi fliers staged two massad 
raids on Gorki, upper Volga city 
noted for its automotive and munt- 
tions plants. A fleet of 500 Soviet 
bombers smashed back at rait 
junctions behind the enemy lines 
in the vicinity of Orel, Naai strong: 
point linking the central and 
southern. fronts. Germans ratall- 
ated by raiding Yaroslay, 150 miles 
north-east of Moscow. Russian pl- 
lots countered with a series of 
mighty blows at Nazi airdromes 
and communications. One of these, 
on Thursday night, employed 700 
Soviet planes in what was called 
the greatest Russian aerial attack 
of the war. It resulted tn the de- 
struction of 150 German planes 
and numerous ground Installations. 
The scope and ferocity of the alr 
battles were indicated by a Mos- 
cow summary covering the first 
week In June. This claimed a bag 
of 752 Nazi planes to a loas of 
only 212 Soviet aircraft. 


The Edge in Battle 
To foreign correspondents in the 


last week 


Russian capital it seemad clear 
that the Soviet air force. held the 
edge over the once mighty Luft- 
waffe. In a recent dispatch, The 
New York Times correspondent 
€. L. Sulzberger thus summed up 


his impression of the waning pow- 
er of the Nazis in the air: 

The eve of what is expected to 
be Germany's third effort at a 
erushing offensive against the Soy- 
jet Union finds Reich Marshal Her- 
man Goering’s vaunted Luftwaffe 
gradually changing from an _ of- 
fensive to a defensive force in its 
essentials. Thus, although the ma- 
jor part of the German air strength 
{a still concentrated on Adolf Hit- 
ler’s most vital 
the east—it would appear to be a 
virtual certainty that’ unless .the 
Reichsfuehrer has a ‘trick left in

New Soviet Planes

Problem of Caring 
For War Captives 


Must Be Fed, Clathed, Hous 
ed and Carefully Guarded 


Think what it means—176,000 
German and Italian soldiers takea 
prisoners in ten. days or so, for 
the remainder of the war te be 
dependent upon the United Nae 
tions for food, clothing, quartera, 
says the Ottawa Journal, 


Here ia a captive army of mew 
equal in numbers to the comhined 
population of Hull and Ottawa, 
men, women and children, {tt is 
equal perhaps to the total ahle 
bodied male population of Toron- 
to. 

Here ara 175,000 husky, hungry 
men to be fed, to be clothed, te 
get medical service when they are” 
ill, to be provided with decent Hvy- 
ing accommodation — above all, te 
be guarded. They cannot be Ieft 
fn a military zone, where an ea- 
caped prisoner might do great 
harm. Ships are needed to supply 
them with the necessities, and a 
considerable military force for, 
guard duty. These new captives 
augment enormously the problems 
of the vast numbers of the hus- 
dreds of thousands previously tak- 
en in Africa—because most of 
them are Germans. 

Shipping Problem 

The disposition of thease enorm- 
ous masses of men must be the 
cause of concern to Allied author- 
ities. Many prisoners of war have 
been sent to prison camps ia 
South Africa, but there must he 
limits to this movement. The sug- 
gestion has been made that this 
latest batch be brought to Canada 
and the United States, but here 
the problem of shipping comea up 
again. Already in this country we 
have camps of prisoners of war, 
and the occasional one escapes. 
When that happens we all declare 
angrily that these men should be 
kept more securely, Are we astra 
we could manage, perhaps another 
100,000 of them? Some would have 
them work on Canadian farma, 
That might do with Italians, but 
perhaps not so satisfactorily in the 
case of Hitler’s fanatics, :

Soviet Optimism 

Thus it appeared that tn the 
great battles expected on the Rus- 
sian front this Summer Hitler with 
lack at least one of the potent 
weapons that brought the fall of 
France in 1940 and enabled his 
armies to sweep deep into the 
Russian homeland {mn 1941.

Scottish - Regiments Take 


Part in Dedication of Church > 


In a camp somewhere in TMgy/pt, 
an officer, an N.C.O3 and A0 men 
from each of the Scottish regi- 
ments, together with uw pipe band 
and a platoon of kilted Highland- 
ers, took part in a ceremony 
unique in the history of the war 
in the Middle East, 

HK was the dedication of a can- 
vas church called St. Andrew's 
Church of Seotland. 

Carry Rifles 

Alone among the regiments of 
the British Army, the Cameron- 
jans (Scottish 'Rifles) are privi- 
leged to carry their loaded rifles 
into church and to mount a guard 
for thé protection of the wor- 
shippers, 

Descénded from the Covenant- 
ers of Scotland, who had to pro- 
tect their minister on the hills 
and in the glens, this regiment 
still adheres to the old custom. 
Each man carries a Bible in his 
pack and the youngest officer on 
parade carries the Bible for pub- 
lic worship to church. 

Over this tented church, the 
Cameronians posted their guard, 
and when the worshippers were 
assembled, the officer of the 
guard, in time old formula, en- 
tered the church and informed the 
preacher that the guard had been 
posted and that public worship 
could proceed. 

In Memory of Friends 

The church. has a pulpit, Com- 
munion teble and other furnish- 
ings just as.is to be found in any 
church in Scotland, but they en- 
shrine memories in the padre, 
Rev. T. L, Low (Church of Seot- 
land), who ministers there, for 
the Communion table.and the pul- 
pit are each in memory of a 
friend. 

Twe years ago, during the cam- 
paign in Eritrea, Padre Low 
buried a comrade who had re- 
signed his commission in the 
chaplains’ department in order to 
become a combatant officer. To 
hie memory the Communion table 
i. dedicated 

Later, Padre Low lost another 
friend, kriown for his fearless- 
ness as “the man who had won 
a thousand V.C.'s,” and the Scots 
Guards felt that when he was with 
them all was .well.

The problems relating to the sale 
of marked gasoline and refund pot the | 


Ontario Gasoline Tax thereon, have 
Gilmour} been under investigation by the De- 
Millbridge | partment of Highways of the Prov- | 


ince of Ontario for some time. Num- | 
erous requests have been received for | 
some change in the present system | 
of refunding the 
Tax. } 

After studying the situation in all 
its aspects, the Province has now de-} 
cided to allow the sale of market gas- | 
oline (ie. gasoline marked purple in 
accordance with the orders of the Oil 
Controller of Canada) free from the 
Ontario Gasoline Tax to farmers, lic- 
énsed commercial fisherman, licensed 
guides and licensed or other bona 
fide tourist joutfitters, commencing 
July 1st, 1943. 

The new system will eliminate the 
necessity of submitting claims for re- 
fund of the tax, as the Ontario Tax 
will now be exempted at the time of 
purchase, on presentation by the pur- 
chaser of hig purchase permit and a 
properly completed and signed ‘“‘ex- 
emption statament’’. Purchase per- 
mits and exemption statements will 
be bound together in book form and 
mailed directly to the purchaser from 
the Department, on approval of his 
application. : 

The purchaser should secure his 
“Application for Purchafe Permit’ 
from his retail dealer in marked gas- 
oline, any Division Office of the De- 
pertment of Highways or the Gasoline 
Department cf 
Highways at Toronto.

Britain Does Not 
Want Fat Bacon 


Faced with the necessity of 
filling the large bacon orders 
placed in Canada by Britain, hog 
growers may be tempted to meet 
the requirements by following the 
line of least resistance, says The 
Windsor Star; This would be to 
increase the unit weight by fat- 
tening hogs more than usual, 
This, however, would be short- 
sighted policy. Such animals 
will not fill the bill. . The Old 
Land wants lean bacon, and that 
does not come from fat hogs. - 

The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture advises farmers that 
a 220-pound maximum for hogs 
should be observed. The breeders 
should do everything possible to 
comply. Little is gained by rais- 
ing huge animals which yield a 
product not of the quality de- 
manded. In fact, this could be 
a serious factor in destroying 
British confidence in us and dam- 
aging our chances for retaining 
a rich market after the war.

Huns Can’t Start Summer Offensive 


This is the second anniversary 
of one of the greatest and most 
fateful miscalculations {n the his- 
torr of warfare, says the New York 
Herald Tribune. Two years ago 
Hitler and his generals launched 
their “cataract of horrors,’ as 
Churchill called it, upon Soviet 
Russia.

Given Six’ Weeks 

In those two years they have 
lost the war. With the megalom- 
ania of their previous successes. 
they planned ‘in the same stroke 
to crush the Red Army and to di- 
vide and paralyze the democracies 
while they were doing so: then, 
with their hands freed and with 
unlimited resources at their dis- 
posal they world turn, destroy 
their last opponents and ‘achieve 
their mastery of the world. Con- 
ceivably they might have done go, 
Even supposedly expert opinion in 
the democracies, as badly deceiv- 
ed as Hitler himself. gave Russia 
six weeks at the most to hold out.

That Canadian War-Time Co- 
operation Is Based On Ogdens- 
burg Agreement of 1940 


Recent discussions regarding 
future relations between Canada 
and the United States recall the 
amazing degrea of co-operation 
and accord reached by these two 
war-time allies, motivated by good 
will and considerations of mutual 
aid and protection. 

Long the world-wide example 
of neighborly understanding and 
amity, the peoples of the United 
States and Canada have - even 
teamed up in a Special Service 
Force, and this group of Cana- 
dian and American fighters will 
form the nucleus of a force for 
unified operation in any defen- 
sive or offensive operation. 

* o 

The main machinery for Cana- 
dian-American war-time co-oper- 
ation is provided in. five commit- 
tees’ on which sit representatives 
of. both countries, They are: 
Permanent Joint Board on De-, 
fence, Materials Co-ordinating 
Committee, Joint Economie Com- 
mittee, Joint War Production 
Committee and Joint Agricultural 
Committee. In addition, Canada 
is a member of the Combihed 
Production Board with Great 
Britain and the United States. 

It was on August 7, 1940, at 
Ogdensburg, New York, that Can- 
ada and the United States signed 
the agreement on which eo-oper- 
ation ts based. This co-operation 
has resulted in North American 
preparedness moves of which few 

«Canadians and Americans are 
fully aware, and’ the complete 
story of which may not be fully 
told until after the war. 
* * . 

As part of this vast program 

of defenee, Canada hes construct- 
ed a chain of air bases between 
EKomonton and Alaska and the 
Alasta Highway. The air bases 
were opened to traffic in Septem- 
ber, 1941, and proved of great 
assistance in the, construction of 
the Alaska Highway by the United 
States in co-operation with the 
Canadian Government, —~ 

Then the Materials Co-ordinat- 
ing Committee was established, 
and through sub-committees on 
forest products, copper, zine and 
ferro-alloys, the movement. of 
primary materials between the 
tym countries is promoted, avail- 
able supplies increased; and in- 
formation exchanged on raw ma- 
terial stocks, production and 
consumption in the United States 
and Canada. Joint Economie Com- 
mittees were formed in June, 
1941, tu act in an advisory capac- 
ity to the governments at Ottawa 
and Washington on foreign ex- 
change control, economic con- 
trd}eprice policies, tariffs . and 
duties and war planning.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports a sharp increase in 
the rate of wages paid to farm hel 
with the same date of 1941 and 1942. s 

The increase, the bureau said, occurred in all provinces, and for 
the country as a whole the average rate of wages paid to farm labor- 
ers where the farmer provided the board was $2.39 per day at May 
16, 1943, as compared with $1.91 a year previously. 

Where the employee provided his own board, the average rate 
of wages for day help was $3.15 per day, compared with $2.57 at 
May 16, 1942, For men hired by the month, with board provided, 
the average rate of wages in 1943 was $51.46, against $42.49 in 1942. 

When no board was provided, the average monthly rate was 
$71.78 in 1948, as compared with $58.80 in the previous year. Wage 
rates for day help was “uniformly high,” but reached the highest 
nore in Alberta, where the rate with board provided was $2.89 
per day. . ss 

For help paid by the month, with board, the highest rate also 
was paid in Alberta, where it stood at $61.84 per month. Where no 
board was provided, the daily average rate was highest in British 
Columbia, the bureau said. . 

Figures included in the report, the bureau said, were provided 
by farm correspondents in all provinces of Canada. Since collection 
of this data was begun in 1940, no comparable figures for previous 
years are available.

German Armies Have Started_ 
Third Offensive Against Russia_ 


A apecial radio communique 
from Moscow announces that the 


German armies have started a 
third offensive against Ruesia. 


As was the case last summer, the 
new assault, says The New York 
Times, has been launched along 
the winding 200-mile front from 
Orel, some. 200 miles south of 
Moscow, to Belgorod, just north 
of Kharkov, where both sides have 
been concentrating troops for 
some time. The Moscow commu- 
nique leaves no doubt that it is 
a major effort, into which the 
enemy has thrown “large forces 
of tanks and infantry, supported 
by a considerable number of 
planes.” 
‘1943 Strategy 

Therewith, the strategy of this 
year of 1943 has been decided, 
The Allied victory in Tunisia and 
the mounting air bombardment 
appear to have delayed the Ger- 
man®, and the delay may still 
prove vital, as in the two years 
past. But neither Tunisia, nor 
the air war, nor the necessity of 
providing for an Allied invasion 
from the west, have apparently 
been able to cripple Germany, 
and her generally defensive posi- 
tion has not prevented her from 
launchnig an eastern offensive 
after all. In fact, as Hanson Bald- 
win ponits out, she appears even 
to have been able to reinforce 
Italy to a point which gave Mus- 
solini the courage and the brass 
to answer Allied invitations to 
surrender with the boast that his 
answer will be cannon fire. 


German Objective? 


What the real German purpose 
and objective in this latest of- 
fensive are remain to be seen, In 
the first offensive of 1941 it was 
Moscow; in the offensive of last 
year it was Stalingrad and the 
oll of the Caucasus. Since the 
failure of both these efforts, it 
has. been suggested that any Ger- 
man offensive on a similar scale 
had become impossiblé, and that 
if the Getmans did undertake 
another one it would be more or 
less a token offensive for the 
political effect on Germany's 
#atellites and the world, The Red 
Army may well reduce it to such. 
But the German concentration of 
some 200 German, plus 20 to 40 
satellite divisions and a large 
part of the Gerinan air strength 
in Russia, might well be Hitler's 
last desperate bid for victory. 


Second Front Appeal 


All this gives new point to the. 


renewed Russian appeals for a 
second front on the Continent, 
It also provides the Allies with 
an opportunity. If, as the Russian 
communique indicates, the Ger- 
mans have really engaged them- 
selves in a major offensive in the 
east, they will find it difficult to 
awitch any reinforeements from 
the east to the west: To the ex- 
tent that our military situation 
‘permits, this is clearly the time 
to strike at other points. Ruasia 
may be counted fight 
With the same courage as here- 
tofore. But Russia alone is incap- 
able of defeating Germany; The 
one strategy that will defeat Ger- 
many is the strategy she dreads

OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Control of Prices Has 
Seved Canadians $350.000,000 
In Living Costs During 1942, 

When the history of this war 
comes to be written, one of the 
major wonders to be recorded ig 
the way in which the Canadian 
people, unaccustomed to economic 
controls and restrictions, . buckled 
down to a new rationed and 
price-controlled economy. 

Not many of us understood all 
the implications and objectives of 
it and many of us grumbled, but 
the fact is that in mid1943 the 
free and liberty-loving people of 
the Dominion are marching along 
in selfdisciplined fashion with an 
experiment in controlled living 
which Prime Minister Mackenzie 
Kng described at its outset as, 
“hitherto untried by the wilf\and 
consent of any free people any- 
where.” 

* E * * 

One of the most interesting dis- 
cussions to date in the present 
session of Parliament is Finance 
Minister James L. Hsley’s exposi- 
tion of results from the operation 
of'the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, a vast new organization set 
up to operate the price controls. 
He calculated that control of 
prices had saved the Canadian 
buying public $350,000,000 in living 
costs during 1942, and, should 
prices remain stabilized through- 
out 1943, an additiona] $850,000- 
000 will be saved. 

In arriving at these figures the 
Minister based his calculations 
upon present prices, as held down 
by the various “ceilings,” and as 
compared with the prices of com- 
modities which prevailed through- 
out a corresponding period of the 
last war, when prices were wo- 
checked. #

Reviewing the history of price 
control in Canada, the Finance 
Minister admitted that even in the 
government there war no one at 
the outset who could be entirely 
confident that a general price cell- 
ing was the right anawer to threat- 
ened inflation.

kept in good condition indefinitely. 
Therefore, successful canning de 
pends on destroying all micros- 
copic life by using sufficient heat 
for the proper length of time and 
by using air-tight containers which 
protect from re-infection. The aim 
in canning fruits and vegetables is 
to assure this result while preserv- 
ing natural shape, color and fresh 
flavor. Safe canning,depends on 
strict attention to every step in 
the process. “When canning fresh 
fruits and vegetables, the fresher 
they are the better will be the fin- 
ished product and the smaller the 
chance. of failure. For the best re- 
sults vegetables should be canned 
within a few hours of gathering. “

Device Cuts Down 
* a 
_ Static On Radio 

The static which comes in on 
a radio set is picked up and set 
t. Work eliminating its own noise 
in a new control announced by 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company. 

The static is reduced from 
thousands of volts to about one- 
twenty thousandths of a volt, 
and the result is like a muffler 
on an auto, reducing static noise 
t a purr which does not drown 
out the radio. 

Gilbert Andersen, the inventor, 
said the crashing, static noise 
made by nearby lightning is re- 
duced to about the ‘oudness of 
the rustle of a sheet of paper. 

The static eliminator will not 
be made for the public until after 
the war. It-is a small device, of 
@lectronic tubes, made to plug 
into any radio set. Ordinary radio 
signals, which carry broadcast 
voices, come in with an average 
Strength of . about  one-twenty- 
thousandth of a volt. Occasionally 
these radio signals are down to a 
millionth of a volt. 

The new ‘tubes pick up most, 
b not all, of the static voltage. 
Thar pick-up eliminates part of 
the noise.

Although pri@> control was orig- 
{nally instituted with ceiling regu- 
lations. not applied to aales of 
farm products to deaisra or pro- 
cessing plants, certain exceptions 
were subsequently made in the 
interests of all concerned, These 
exceptions include wool], farm but- 
ter, milk, certain grains and field 
crops, and maple products. 

Ceiling price regulatious, how- 
ever, do apply in the case of farm- 
ers selling products direct to con- 
sumers, through market stalls or 
otherwise, wheh ‘farmers become 
retailers to all intents and pur 
poses and may not sell direct to 
consumers at prices higher than 
the highest lawful retail prices for 
the particular products prevailing 
in their own communities or dia- 
tricts at the time 

Minimum or “floor” prices are 
in effect in the casa of some pro- 
ducts, 

Grains 

Prices of cereal and food grains 
and certain field cropa are fixed 
from time to time for both ceiling 
aud floor purposes. For the most 
part these are dealt with by the 
Canadian Wheat Board. 


Livestock 

There are no ceiling prices on 
the sales by farmers of live cattle, 
calves, fogs, sheep or lambs, Def- 
inite ceiling prices hava been es- 
tablished on the sale.of meats of 
such animals at the wholesale and 
retail level. 


Floor Prices on Beef 
An arrangement was announced 


for the establishment of floor 
prices on dressed beef which will 
have the effect of establishing 
floors. on beef cattle prices. 

Wool 
When the @Vool! Board was 


formed in 1942 to take control. of 
all wool in Canada, the prices to 


be paid to growers were fixed by 
an Order of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. 
Eggs 
“There {is no ceiling price om 
sales of egga from producers to 
dealers, but there ara definite 
coiling prices on both wholasale 
and retail sales 


Butter 
Celling prices are established 
on the sale of creamery butter by 
creameries, and by wholesale and 
retail dealers. Minimum prices are 
also established on creamery but- 
ter by the Dairy Products Board 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
Farm Butter 
A special schedule of, prices Is 
set up for the sale of farm butter, 
and these prices are fixed for the 
sale of this butter by farmers to 
storekeepers, to wholesale  deal- 
era, and to consumers direct 
Milk 
The sale of fluid milk from both 
the producer and the distributor 
{a governed in most cases by pro- 
yincial milk boards, who set, the 
price at which producers sell to 
dealers or to plants;’and also the 
prices at which the milk {s to be 
sold at retail to consumers. Such 
prices must be confirmed by the 
Wartime Prices’ and Trade Board 
and then become the legal prices 
for the area concerned, A general 
order from the Wartime Prices 
Board, governs the general retail 
price of milk throughout Canada, 
according to zones. 


Fruits and Vegetables 
There is no ceiling price on the 
sales of fresh fruits and vege 
tables produced in Canada, except 
potatoes and onions. Ceiling price 
regulations are in effect for the 
sale of processed fruits ‘and vee 
tablea. 
Maple Products and Honey 
Definite ceiling prices were es- 
tablished this spring for the sale 
of maple products and honey by 
the primary producer as well as 
at wholesale and retail levels. 
Feeds and Fertilizers 
All sales of feeds by dealers to 
farmers are controlled by definite

For The Chinese 


Japanese Fail To C4pture 
Free China's “Rice Bowl” 


While our intentions have been. 


focussed elsewhere, says The 
Winnipeg Free Press, our Chinese 
allies have fashioned themselves 
a victory which may be one of the 
most important yet in the war 
against Japan. Late in May the 
Japs launched a major offensive 
into Hunan province in an effort 
to capture one of free China's last 
remaining rice fies. This is the 
area west of Tunking Lake. If 
this offensive had succeeded, 
China might ‘possibly have been 
driven out of the war. The crop

The Japs timed their offensive so 
as to turn the 5,200 square miles 
of rice land into a battlefield and 
ruin the harvest.

But the Chinese, show- 
ing a new offensive spirit and aid- 
ed by the Chinese and American 
air forces, stopped the Japs cold 
and embarked upom a  counter- 
offensive of théir own.

Daily passenger planes across 
the Atlantic will leave London at 
4, 6. 8, 10 p.m. and midnight (plus 
at least three flights daily from 
the Continent), That was the post- 
war schedule predicted last week.

TABLE TALES 


Some Requests About 
Lamb 


The leg of lamb for roasting 
and the chops for brolling are the 
generally well known cuts of 
lamb but, to be economical, con- 
centrate on breast, shank and 
neck, 

In cooking lamb the cardinal 
principle is the same as all meat 
cookery, that is, “cook at a mod- 
erate temperature, at least most 
of the time.’ Any meat cooked 
at high temperature loses juice 
and flavour; {it aleo shrinks and 
becomes dry. 

For roasting tender’ cuts there 
are two important rules, The 
first,—use no lid on the pan: the 
pecond,—add no water. Covered 
roasters and added water go to 
make steam and when meat is 
cooked with steam the flavor is 
lost and also the meat juices, 

The fat on lamb hardens at 
higher temperature than the fat 
on other meats, so be sure to 
serve lamb elther piping hot or 
cold; not lukewarm,

Bevin Solves 


Labor Problem 


Obtained Help of Labor, Says 
New York Post 


You don’t get very. many speech- 
es from Ernest Bevin, British Min- 
ister of Labour and National Servy- 
jee, but he has done one of the 
biggest jobs of the war. It’s an 
odd thing, but Mr. Bevin has been 
loping along, about. a-year ahead 
of us on almost every problem, 
solving them, and teaching us a 
lot,, if we but cared to learn it. * 
Bevin has drafted labour’ “under 
the British National Seryice Act 
and Control of Employment Act. 

Out of a population of 33,000,000 
between the ages of 14 and 65, 
22,000,000, or two out of three, are 
in the Armed Services or in fac- 
tories or other war work. Bevin 
fouml out a few things while doing 
all this. He found that he couldn’t 
even make a start until the cost 
of living had heen pegged down 
tight, This was done, largely by 
the use of subsidies for food pro- 
ducers, 


Amazing Discovery. 


Bevin found that control of in- 
flation, including prices, profits, 
wages, . was one indivisible 
problem that could not be chipped 
at piecemeal. You can’t make 
striking a crime, and also put up 
the price of food. You can't. freeze 
Wages and do nothing about 
profits and executive salaries. 
You can't build a total war sys- 
tem on ifs, ands, buts and excep- 
tions. But Bevin's most amazing 
discovery was that this war is 
not a war against labour, but a 
war against. Hitler. He  need- 
ed the help of labour. He obtained 
it through the greatest program 
of Labour-Management Colabor- 
ation the world has ever seen. 
But, .first, all the essential condi- 
tions were set up.

transport and its glider headed 
for the Atiantic crossing. 
Had Rough Crossing 

The glider used had a. wing- 
span of &4 feet, a freight capac- 
ity of 3,000 pounds and was fast- 
ened to its mother ship with steel 
attachments designed to take a 
strain of 20,000 pounds. 

Pounding its way through bad 
weather most of the time, the 
transport and its foMowing glider 
made the trip at medium altitudes 
and at an average speed of 125 
miles per hour. 

Unable to climb out of the 
storms encountered on the way, 
the two craft made a rough croas- 
ing. At one time they were forced 
to ride out a snowstorm for 2% 
hours, when the glider was buf, 
feted “like nothing on earth,” 

No Automatic Pilot 

Several interesting generaliza- 
tions about long glider flights 
were made available in connec- 
tion with the landing. For one 
thing, it was emphasized that the 
glider must be flown all the way 
a theregmjs no automatic pilot— 
and the pilot must not for a sec- 
ond take his eye off the tow 
plane or the tow rope if the plane 
is in clouds. 

When the motored plane is in 
clouds the glider pilot gauges 
things. by the so-called “angle of 
dangle,” in other words, the angle 
made by the tow rope. The glider 
should preférably be flown about 
20 feet above the tow plane. 

The take-off is the most diffi- 
eult part of the flight. The glider 
becomes airborne before’ the tow 
plane, and should the pilot’ allow 
it to get too high the tail of the 
latter might be pulled up so that 
the whole take-off would be ruin- 
ed. Similarly, if in flight the 
glider gete too low a drag on the 
low plane's tail may cause a dan- 
gerous stall, 

The glider crew finds life very. 
noisy — despite the absence of 
motors. One flier who made this 
erossing co: ipared the rear to the 
sound of a fretght train on wern 


tracks——.the steady beating of the 
wheels over the joints. 

The crewa communicate via 
ordinary . Wireless, but the 
switches are kept off to save 


batteries, and when the tow plane 
wishes to speak to the glider the

The Allied armies, which began 
the Battle of Europe with an in- 
vasion of Sicily, have success- 
fully accomplished what both 
Axis and Allied spokesmen agree 
in characterizing as the “greatest 
and most daring undertaking in 
military history.” They have firm- 
ly established themselves.on num- 
erous beachheads along a 100- 
mile stretch of the Sicilian coast, 
and are now. driving into the in- 


terior “according to plan,” says 
The New York Times. -More 
- troops, more vehiclés, more guns 
and stores and etuipment are 
pouring into the island across a 
bridge of ships and undér a @an- 
opy of protecting aircraft \that 
have virtually blasted the Axis™ 
air force from the skies. The 


battle for Sicily may be arduous 
and protracted, but thé beginning 
has been auspicious. As one Allied 
spokesman put it, the invasion 
has passed the “crisis point.” 
More To Come 

Therewith the Western ’ Allies, 
to whom Hitler referred not so 
long ago as “military idiots,” have 
accomplished what Axis propa- 
gandists loudly proclaimed’ they 
could not do and what Hitler him- 
self did not dare do. They have 
invaded enemy territory across a 
wider stretch of water than the 
British Chayinel territory far 
more strongly defended than was 
England after, Dunkerque. 

They achieved this success with 
a (military precision and %eb-rdl- 
nation of all aris, Ancluding 


‘glider and parachute troops, un- 


equaled in any military campaign, 
They ,proved themselves masters 
of faiteace technique, superior to 
both the German and Italian de- 
fenders, who claimed a monopoly 
of that science. They demonstrat- 
ed that amphibious operations, 
which failed at the Dardanelles 
and at Dieppe, are not only feas- 
ible but with the right technique 
can be not even very costly. 
Therein lies the guarantee that 
the Sicilian landing is merely the 
forerunner of more to come. 
Other Second Fronts? 

The anxiety of the Nazi who 
exclaimed, “Why don't the Brit- 
ish and Americans come instead 
of talking about it all the time?” 
is now partially relieved. But 
the landings in Sicily do not give 
Berlin any assurance that there 
will be other “second fronts” 
to deal with. 

In some respects Sicily has 
seemed almost a sure thing—an 
inevitable first. step, writes the 
war editor of The Christian Sci- 
Monitor. To the sea-minded 
British @epecially it stands as the 
key to the Mediterranean. So long 
as the Axis possessed air. bases 
and harbors in the island, Allied 
shipping could) never be wholly 
free from raids. With Sicily in 
Allied possession, not only is the 
sea-clear ,but the Italian boot it- 
self will lie under the imminent 
threat of invasion. 

Nazi Dilemma 

This will in turn present « 
difficult choice to Berlin—to be 
somewhat pulled off balance by 
sendi large forces to defend a 
position fur from the Nazi centre 
of strength, or permit ital¥” te 
become a base for Allied attacks 
In a measure, the 
landings in Sicily already offer 
the Nazis that dilemma, Appar 
ently they have chosen to fight 
at least a delaying action in 
Sicily. But they must have the 
constant dread that, if they con 
centrate on the defense of Sicily, 
the Allies, under. cover of their

WIRE WRAPPINGS 
The big naval rifles such as 
are used on battleships may be 
wound with wire. The purpose of 
such winding is to strengthen the 
gun's resistance to the tremen- 


dous pressure exerted by the 
charge that propels the projee- 
tile. 


In Great Britain, where wind- 


ing guns with wire is a general 
practice, the wire used is one- 
fourth inch wide and .06 - inch 
thick ‘and has a breaking strength 
of over 100 tons per square inch. 
This ribbon-like flattened wire is 
applied in a continuous band, 
layer on layer, with increasing 
tension jn each layer. In some 
types of gun the wire wrapping 
extends all the way from, the 
breech to the muzzle.

It has been estimated that the 
wire wrappings provide more 
than double the strength of the 
steel in the hoops of an ordinary 
built-up gun. However, wire 
wound guns tend to lack longi- 
tudinal strength and rigidity. As 
a result of this lack the gun muz- 
zle may droop and “whip” when 


the gun is fired, somewhat de- 
creasing the accuracy of the 
weapon. 

Other types of big guns in- 


clude built-up guns consisting of 
two’ or more concentric cylinders 
shrunk one on the other, and 
cold-worked guns, made up from 
a single cylinder with a_ bore 
slightly less than the desired 
calibre. The bore is enlarged to 
the correct size by enormous in- 
terior hydraulic pressure, with 
the result that the inner layers 
of the.metal are put under com- 
pression by the contracting force 
of the outer layers just as though 
a jacket had been shrunk on.

Hf you have sometime 
lived in a small town or city, I 
know you. If the Old Country 
gave you birth and your heart 
just aches over the devastation 
of well-loved places, then I know 
you very well indeed. Or if you 
come from the prairie, I, too, 
know something of the heartache 
that grips you when you think 
of the vastness that you knew; 
of that intangible something that 
you cannot describe but which 
you know to be the soul of the 
West. 


If you have a son, a husband, 
or brother in the Army, Navy 
or Air Force, I know only too well 
the anxiety that is yours, I know 
how you practically live from 
one mail time to another, and how 
long the day when the expected 
letter doesn’t arrive. 


I know your uneasiness if you 
have a daughter in the city— 
trusting her, yet fearful of dan- 
gers which even you can hardly 
visualize. But if sorrow has al- 
ready come to you through this 
war; if the War Office has sent 
that last of all inessages to your 
home, then I do not presume to say 
I know you. I van only ask to 
sympathize with you in your grief 
and trust that in some way, un- 
Toweseen at present, healing will 


come to yoursstricken heart. 


“But now to our ordinary, every- 
day life as we know it. The chick- 
ens are fed, the eggs gathered 
for the last time today, and now 
here I am sitting by the front 
door of our old Colonial farm 
home. The air is still sultry but 
clouds in the western sky are at 
least giving some protection from
